Functions Unique 
In Flood Control 


The Central and Southern Flor- 
ida Flood Control Project is uni- 
* que in its functions. A tabulation 
in the Congressional Record re- 
veals that among 12° comparable 
national projects, the Florida pro- 
ject has multi-purposes similar to 
none. 

Because of the character and 
nature of the 17 county area sery- 
d by the Flood Control District 
there is necessity for water con- 
trol unlike those found elsewhere. 
The Record reveals that most wat~ 
er control projects are -entirely 
defensive and afford only flood 
protection. Others are planned for 
water impoundment. No other pro- 
ject has both flood protection and 
water conservation aspects com- 
bined with prevention of over- 
drainage and inhibition of salt 
water intrusion to the same extent 
as the Florida project. 

The Congressional Record lists 
13 flood control projects for which 
continuing funds are being sought 
during the current Congressional 
Session for future construction. In 
addition, there are some 53 new 
projects or modifications of pro- 
jects for which funds are request- 
ed. è

` Dr. Spooner, a ‘pioneer of this| 
section, came to Pahokee in 1918 
from Colquitt, Ga. when Pahokce 
was just a commercial fisherman's | 
village. He had to travel by boat| 
and ox cart to administer to the 
Glades sick. He was not always 
paid for his service but he never 
failed to answer a call regardless 


| the call, During his period of ser- 
| vice he delivered around 1,000 
babies in Pahokes and Glades sec- | 
tion, and was ore of the pioneer 
builders of this section. He ope- 
rated the first hotel, theatre and 
electric light plaat in the, com- 
munity and between babies, engag- 
ed in farming. 

The funeral services Tuesday 
rang down the curtain on one `of 
the Glades most colorful pioneer 
characters, one who served his 
community well. 

Dr. Spooner is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Hazel Spooner of Paho- 
Kee; three ‘brothers, J. E. Spooner, 
sr., Pahokee; .C. J. Spooner, Im- 
mokalee, and J, W: Spooner, Plant 
City and one sister, Mrs. Niza 
Tabb of Hinesville, Ga.

With 57-58 Budget 


The County Commission Mon- 
| day revised its tentative budget to 
include an additional $384,000 in 
the capital outlay fund to provide 
more roads and bridges in the 
county, bringing the tax levy in- 
crease for the coming year to 3.12 
mills. 

The. revised budget, which was 
adopted by the board, now stands 
in excess of $8.6 million with a .55 
mill levy added to take care of the 
‘increased expenditures. The teñ- 
tative budget called for a milleage 
boost of 2.57 mills. 

In the near $385,000 added to ex- 
penditures for the coming year the 
commission provided^for improve- 
ment of facilities at Jupiter Park, 
construction of a new Welcome 
Station at Jupiter, added funds for 
the new county health building, 
bridges on Blue Heron Blvd. and 
Forest Hills Blvd., and improve- 
ment and extension of several 
county roads.
